THE CHINESE TREATIES. 


Full Text of the Two Important 
Documents. 


THE CHECKS ON IMMIGEATION. 


What the Pacific Coast Delegation Think 
of the Matter, 


DIPLOMATIC 
CORRESPONDENCE 
SYNOPSIZEO. 


Advantages to American Merchants of the 
Commercial Treaty. 


The following is the full text of the Chi 
nese immigration treaty, signed a t Pekin on 
the 17th of last November, and recently 
transm itted to W ashington for ratification by 
the U nited States Senate : 
THE IMMIGRATION TREATY. 
W hereas, in the eighth year of H-ien 
Teng, Anno Domini 1858, a treaty of peace 
and friendship was concluded between the 
U nited States of America and China, and to 
which were added in the seventh year of 
Tung Chih, Anno Domini 1SG8, certain sup­ 
plem entary articles to the advantage of both 
parties, which supplem entary articles tvtre 
to be perpetually observed and obeyed. 
And 
■whereas, the Government of the 
United 
States, because of the constantly increasirg 
immigration of Chinese laborers to the terri­ 
tory of the U nited States, and the em bar­ 
rassments consequent upon such immigration, 
now desires to negotiate a modification of the 
existing treaties which will not be in direct 
contravention of their sp irit; now, therefore, 
the President of the United States of Am er­ 
ica appoints Jam es B. Angelí, of Michigan, 
John F . Swift, of California, and W illiam H 
Trescott, of South Carolina, as his Commis­ 
sioners P lenipotentiary; and his Im perial 
M ajesty, the Em peror of China, has ap­ 
pointed P ao Chun, a m emberof His Im perial 
M ajesty’s P rivy Council and Superintendent 
of the Board of Civil Offie?, and Ti Hung 
Tsao, a member of His Im perial M ajesty’s 
Privy Council, as his Commissioners Pleni­ 
potentiary ; 
and the said Com m ksoners 
Plenipotentiary, having conj .iutly examined 
their fu’l powers, and having discussed the 
points of possible modifications in existing 
treaties, have agreed upon the following arti­ 
cles in m odification: 
1. W henever in the opinion of the Govrrn- 
m ent of the U nited States the coming of 
Chinese laborers to the U niled States, or th “ir 
residence therein, affects, or threatens to af­ 
fect, the interests of that country, or to en­ 
danger the good order of any locality within 
the territory thereof, the Government of 
China agrees th a t the Government of the 
U nited States may regulate, lim it or suspend 
such coming or residence, hut shall not abso­ 
lutely prohibit it. 
The lim itation or smpen- 
sion shall be reasonable, and shall apply only 
to Chinese who may go to the U nited States 
as laborers, other classes not being included 
in the lim itation. 
Legislation in regard to 
Chinese labor will be of such a character only 
as is necessary to enforce the regulation, lim ­ 
itation or suspension of immigration, aud 
imm igrants shall not he snbject to personal 
m altreatm ent or abuse. 
2. Chinese snhj-cts, whether proceeding to 
the United States as traders or students, mer­ 
chants, or from curiosity, together w ith their 
body and household servants, and Chinese 
laborers who are now in the U nited States, 
shall he allowed to go and come of their own 
free will and accord, aud shall he accorded all 
the rights, privileges, immunities and exemp­ 
tions which are accorded to the citizens and 
subjects of the most favored nations. 
3. If Chinese laborers, or Chinese of any 
other class, now either permanently or tem ­ 
porarily residing in the territory of the 
U nited States, meet with ill-treatm ent at the 
hands of any other persons, the Government 
of the U nited State* will exert all its power 
to devise measures for their protection, and 
secure to them the same rights, privileges, 
immunities, and exemptions as may he en­ 
joyed by the citiz ns or ifct jecis of the most 
favored rations, sue to v Inch they are en­ 
titled by tie ity . 
4. The high contracting parties have agreed 
upon the foregoing articles, w herever the Gov­ 
ernm ent of the U nited States shall adopt 
legislative measures iu accordance therewith, 
such measures will be c m m unieated to the 
Government of Chins, ai d if the p.icasures as 
effected are f urd to work hardship upon 
the subjects of Cr.ina, the Chinese M inis'er 
at W ashington may bring the m atter to the 
notice of the Secretary of State of the U nite 1 
States, who will consider the subject with 
him, and the Chinese Foreign Office will also 
biing the m atter to the notice of the U nited 
States M inister a t Hongkong and consider 
tb esu b j-ct with him. to the end th at mutual 
and unqualified henefit may result. 
In faith 
whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have 
signed and pealed the foregoing at Pekin, in 
English and Chinese, there being three origi­ 
nals of each text of even tenor ar.d date, the 
ratification of which shall be exchanged at 
Pekin within one year from the date of its 
execution. 
Done at Pekin, this 17th day of Novem­ 
ber, in the year of our Lord, 1880, K uang 
H -ii, sixth year, tenth moon, fifteenth day. 
Signed and sealed by the above-named Com­ 
missioners of both Governments. 


THE COMMERCIAL TREATY. 
The following is the full text of the com­ 
mercial treaty signed on the same day : 
The President of the U nited States of 
America and His Im perial M ajesty the Em ­ 
peror of China, because of certain points of 
inccmpletness in th» existing treaties between 
the two Governments, have named as their 
Commissioners Plenipotentiary : The Presi­ 
dent of the U nited States cf America—Jam es 
B. Angelí, of Michigan ; John F . Swift, of 
California, and W illiam 
H . Trescott. of 
South Carolina, as his Commissioners P leni­ 
potentiary ; and H is Im perial M ajesty the 
Em peror cf China has appointed Pao Chun, 
a member of H is Im perial M ajesty's Privy 
Council and Superintendent of the Board of 
Civil Office, and Ti H ung Tsao, a member of 
His Im perial M ajesty’s Privy Council, as his 
Commissioners Plenipotentiary, and the said 
Commissioneis Plenipotentiary having con­ 
jointly examined their full powers, and hav­ 
ing discussed the points of possible modifica­ 
tions in existing tieaties, have agreed upon 
the following additional articles: 
1. The Government of the U nited States and 
China, reejgnizing the benefits of their past 
commercial relations, and in order to still 
further promote such relations between the 
citizens and subjects of the two Powers, 
m utually agree to give the moat careful and 
favorable attention to the representations of 
either a-j to such special extension of com­ 
mercial intercourse as either may desire. 
2. The G ivernment* of China and of the 
U nittd States m utually agree and undertake 
th at Chinese subj-cts shall not be permitted 
to im port opium in any of the ports of the 
U nited States, and citizens of the United 
States shall not he perm itted to import opium 
into any of the open ports of China, or to 
transport from one open port to any other 
open port, or to buy and Bell opium in any of 
the open ports of China. 
This absolute pro­ 
hibition, which extends to vessels owned by 
the citizens or the subject* of either Power, 
to foreign vessels employed by them, or to 
vessels owned by the citizens or subjects of 
either Power and employed b j other j>ersons 
for transportation of opium, shall be en­ 
forced by appropriate legislation on the part 
of China and the U nited States, and the 
benefits of the favored claims in existing 
treaties shall not ha claimed by the citizens 
or subjects of either Power as against the 
provisions of this article. 
3. H is Im perial M ajesty, the Emperor of 
China, hereby prom is's and agrees that no 
other kind or higher rate cf tonnage dues or 
duties for imports or exports or coastwise 
trade shall be imposed or levied in the open 
ports of (Jhina upon ves- els wholly belonging 
to citizens of the U nited States, or upon the 
produce, manufactures or merchandise im ­ 
ported on the same from the U nited States 
or from any foreign country, or upon the 
produce, manufactures, or merchandise ex­ 
ported in the same to the U nited States, or 
to any foreign country, or transported in the 
same from one o¡ on port of China to another, 
than are imposed or levied on vessels or car­ 
goes of any other nation, or on those of China 
subjects. 
The U nited States hereby prom ­ 
ises 3nd 8grces th at no other kind or higher 
rate of tonnage duties or dues for imports 
shall lie imposed cr levied in the oorts of the 
U nited States upon vessels wholly b: longing 
to the subjects of his Im perial M ajesty, com­ 
ing either directly or by way of any foreign 
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po rt from any of the p orts of C hina which 
are open to foreign trade to th e porta of the 
u n ite d S tates, i>r retu rn in g therefrom eith er 
d irectly or by w ay of sn y foreign p o rt to an y 
of th e open pi rts of C hina, or upon th e prod­ 
uce, m anufactures or m erchandise im ported 
in the sam e frcm C hina, or from any foreign 
country, th an are im posed or levied on ves­ 
sels of oth er nations w hich m ade no discrim - 
iu a t’oo against th e U n ited S tates in tonnage 
dues or d u ties on im ports, exports or coast­ 
wise trade, cr th an are im posed o r levied on 
vbsspIs and cargoes of citizens of the U nited 
States. 
4. W hen controversies arise in th e Chinese 
E m pire betw een citizens of the U n ited S tates 
and subjects of H is Im p erial M ajesty, w hich 
need to be exam ined and decided by tbjfe pub­ 
lic officers of the tw o nations, it is agreed be­ 
tw een the G overnm ents of the U n ited S tates 
and C hina th a t such cases shall be tried b y 
the proper official of the n ationality of th e 
d efen d an t 
’I he properly authorized official 
of the plaintiff's natio n ality shall be freely 
p erm itted to atten d th e trial, and shall be 
treated w ith th e courtesy due to his position. 
H e shall be granted all proper facilities for 
w atching th e proceedings in the in terest of 
justice, and if he so desire he shall have the 
rig h t to be present and to exam ine an d to 
cross-exam ine witnesses. 
If he is dissatisfied 
w ith the proceedings he shall be perm itted to 
pro test against them in dehate. 
T he law ad ­ 
m inistered will be the law of th e natio n ality 
of th e officer try in g the case. 
In faith whereof, the respective plenipoten­ 
tiaries have signed and sealed th e foregoing, 
a t 
F ek ic, in E nglish and Chinese, there 
being th ree originals of each tex t, of even 
tenor and date, th e ratification of which shall 
be exchanged a t P ek in w ithin one j'e a r from 
the data of its execution. 
Done a t Pekin, this 17th day of Novem­ 
ber, in tiie year of our Lord 1880, lvaung 
Hsi! sixth year, tenth moon, fifteenth day. 
Signed and sealed by the above-named Com­ 
missioners.

barrassm ent of an undue an d disproportion­ 
ate im m igration of C hinese labor. 
N ev erth e­ 
less objection appears to have been m ade by 
the Chinese Com m issioners 
to th e use of 
words sig n ify irg prohibition by th e A m eri­ 
can Com m issioners. 
W e com m unicated to 
the Chinese Com m issioners th a t we v ould 
consent to strik e o u t th e w ord “ p ro h ib it,” 
provided th ey w ould accept the words “ regu­ 
late, lim it or suspend,” being satisfied th a t 
these word* covtred th e pow er to dtvi.-e and 
enforce all necessary and p roper legislation. 
U pon th eir acceptance of th is ¡«op s it’on we 
consented to such variation of phraseology i f 
the articles as they desired. 
During the progress of the negotiations 
the Chinese 
Commissioners presented 
a 
memorandum, from which the following are 
extracts : The people of either country have 
passed to and from the other, and have never 
failed to receive all the benefits, privileges 
and im m unitits guaranteed to them by the 
treaties. 
To refer, iui t x am pie, to the Chi­ 
nese laborers in California. 
Their number 
certeinly is not small. 
Being from a race of 
dwellers upon the sea coast, they have de­ 
sired to go thither, and have regarded Cali­ 
fornia as a land of abundance and as furnish­ 
ing great opportunities. 
They have also re­ 
joiced in the freedom of the U nited S tates; 
hence they have not gone there as the result 
of deceit or bring kidnaped, nor under con­ 
tract as cooli-s, but have flown thither as 
the wild geese fly. 
In the many years of 
Chinese emigration to California a hundred 
lines of enterprises have arisen, and com­ 
mercial activity has developed to an imn.e se 
extent. 
The Chinese have given a lu g e 
amount of their labor to your people, and 
the benelitsof th at labor to yourcountiy have 
certainly not been few ; hut now, because the 
Chinese do good work for small remunera­ 
tion, the rabble are making complaints. 
Sir.ce the amount paid to the lab 're r is email, 
the employer is able to save more, and heree 
the benefit still inures to the citizen of the 
U nited States. 
This would seem to be fair 
reasoning the world over. 
If now, because 
of tem porary competition between the Irish 
aud stranger guests, a decision is made to 
charge the policy of the Government, a con­ 
tradiction with the Constitution of the U ri e-l 
States and existing treaties ca: no* he av.-i led.

duct. 
You will certainly r, cognize th at the 
Government of the ULÜtd States ( ike the 
Government <f Chin.-.), has the iL h t to ip - 
preciate for itself the motives of it3 own 
policy, and th at when it addresses to the Chi­ 
nese Government a communication up n a 
subject of grave interest, in respectful and 
friendly lamruage. it cannot allow the repre­ 
sentatives of China to go behind th at com­ 
munication, and either c itscise its motives or 
deny the good faith of its representations. 
The Chinese Commissioneis denied their 
intention to give offense. 
They added : 
W e 
had heard th at the Chine e in California 
were not iu accord with the Iri-h, and came 
into competition with them . 
A M i i i tert'd d 
u- th at this fact was at the bottom of the dif­ 
ficulty, and we mentioned it in our memo­ 
rándum. 
The Tribune thinks it will he conceded by 
all save the most unreasonable followers of 
the Sand Lot3 statesm anship, th at the pro­ 
visions of the treaties in respect to Chinese 
immigration are all th at could lie desired. 
Every provision th at the U nited States can 
find it practically advantageous to make, 
either for exclusion cf Chinese lab >r from eer- ■ 
tain parts of the country or for its supply to 
other parts, may he made under the powers 
conceded by this treaty. 
The treaties form 
substantially an admirable bond of union and 
peace between the two nations. 


STATEMENT CORRECTED. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 15th.—The f weep­ 
ing statem ent telegraphed to certain papers 
last night, th at the Pacific Coast delegation 
in Congress condemn the Chinese treaties, 
and will oppose their ratification, is very er­ 
roneous. The members of the delegations are 
unanimously of the opinion th at the treaties 
are, on the whole, highly advantageous, and 
should be ratified, although since their full 
publication in the Eastern papers yesterday, 
several of the Republican members express 
doubts w hether it may not, upon cartful ex­ 
amination, prove to he advisable for the 
Senate to accompany the ratification of the 
immigration treaty with one or more amend­ 
ment*.

TIIE CHINESE TREATIES. 


A MAIN 
CONSIDERATION. 


W e publish this m orning the full te x t of 
th e treaties w hich have ju 3 ' been nego­ 
tia ted by th e Chinese Commission, and 
w hich are now before the Senate for ratifi­ 
cation. 
T he chief in terest w ill no doubt 
center in th e treaty w hich relates to C hi­ 
nese im m igration. 
In regard to this the 
Com missioners appear to have been per­ 
m itted alm ost to m ake th eir own terms. 
T he whole pow er of regulating, lim iting or 
suspending th e im m igration of Chineee la­ 
borers is placed iu the hands of the U nited 
S tates, the oDly condition being th at their 
im m igration shall not be absolutely pro­ 
hibited. 
The value of th is condition dees 
n o t appear to be great, for w hen Congreso 
lias th a pow er of indefinitely suspending 
th is form of im m igration, it can m atter 
nothing w hether absolute prohibition is or 
is not named. 
T he I’ekin G overnm ent 
s'e m s to say in effect to the U nited States, 
“ You may stop th is im m igration as com­ 
pletely as you please, b u t you m ust not 
“ say th a t it is com pletely stopped.” 
The 
C hinese already here are, however, ex­ 
pressly exem pted from any such actual or 
nom inal prohibition. 
I t is provided th at 
they, and all of them , shall he free to come 
or go w ithout let or hindrance, and this 
we presum e mer.n3 th a t th e Chinese popu­ 
lation of 
California shall 
be 
suffered 
to rem ain a t about its present figures. 
Chinese who come as teachers, students, 
m erchants, or for curiosity and pleasure, 
are not included in the regulative authority 
conferred upon the U nited States, and this 
clause 
m ay possible require the word 
“ m erchant ” to be defined w ith more pre­ 
cision th an it has y et been, since other­ 
wise it w culd be possible for alm ost anyone 
to gain admission through so 
clastic a 
term . 
Even a laborer may in one sense be 
called a m erchant, for he deals in labor, 
w hich it is his business to sell in the best 
m arket. 
As how ever Congress w ill have 
full power to throw all possible safeguards 
around the provisions of the treaty it may 
be presum ed th a t it will be effective in the 
m ain. 
The 
comm ercial 
trea ty gives 
several advantages to our m erchants, and 
affords C hina the opportunity to attack 
th e opium clause 
in her treaties w ith 
England, as heretofore intim ated. 
If by 
any means th a t m ost abom inable traffic can 
be rooted out, it could be w orth a great deal 
to th e cause of hum an progress to have 
facilitated such an event. 
The action of 
E ngland in forcing her opium upon China 
a t th e point of the bayonet was beyond ques­ 
tion one of th e m ost atrocious deeds ever 
perpetrated by a pow er w hich pretends to 
pride itself upon its C hristian character. 


SINGULAR LY CBIUSE. 


Governor Murray appears to be singu­ 
larly obtuse. 
He continues to state to re­ 
porters that Cannon is not a citizen, and 
that therefore he could not give him a cer­ 
tificate. 
He talks diffusively about the 
records of the Courts, and the proofs of 
naturalization required, with an entird ab­ 
sence of realization that the question of 
Cannon’s citizenship is one with which he 
had nothing whatever to do, and which he 
possessed no authority either to consider 
or to adjudicate. 
The law told him plainly 
that he was to issue a certificate to the 
candidate having the largest number of 
votes. 
It was none of his affair who that 
candidate m ight be. 
It was nothing to 
him whether that candidate was or wa3 not 
a citizen. 
N o law empowered him to sit 
in judgment upon the qualifications or the j 
eligibility of Congressional Delegates. 
Ail 
he had to do was to issue his certificate, 
and he ba3 issued it in defiance of the ¡aw, 
to the man who was defeated instead of to 
the man who was elected. The more nonsense 
he ta lk s a b o u t the case, and the more fool­ 
ishly he endeavors to justify a course which 
is in d efen sib le, the p lain er does it appear 
that h e o u g h t to be rem oved from an office 
his u n fitn e ss fo r w h ich is so glaringly 


co n sp icu o us.

“ USEFUL 
STATISTICS." 


There is already satisfactory evidence 
th a t th e G overnor’s message on the debr¡3 
question has stim ulated discussion of the 
subject, and though too m uch of th e c u r­ 
ran t com m ent shows th a t th e topic had not 
been previously studied by those who now 
undertake to handle it, there is ground for 
hope th a t closer attention w ill be given to 
it henceforth. 
W e observe, however, th a t 
m ost of the journals w hich have com­ 
m ented on the message have failed to carry 
aw ay from its perusal one of th e m ost im ­ 
portant points contained in it, nam ely, a 
realization of the fact th a t th e problem 
cannot be solved by p u ttin g a stop to h y ­ 
draulic m ining. 
I t is quite im possible to 
consider the subject intelligently, o rto any 
useful end, if this fact is not continually 
borne in m ind, for it m ust affect every 
suggestion th a t can be m ade iu th e pre­ 
mises. 
Some of our contem poraries have 
read th e Governor's message so carelessly 
as to conclude th a t th e only question at 
issue is w hether or not hydraulic mining 
shall be stopped. 
In 
reality th is 
is 
little 
move 
th an 
a 
side 
issue. 
Tiie 
surveys 
of 
th e 
engineers have shown 
th at there is now in th e 
canyons of 
the m ining counties an enorm ous mass of 
debris—m ostly heavy quartzose 
sand— 
w hich m ust in the natural course of things 
all be washed down into th e valleys sooner 
or later, unless steps are taken to confine it 
w here it now lies. 
T he w ashing down of 
this sand, and the effects w hich m ust result 
from th a t w ashing down, are wholly inde­ 
pendent of anything th a t m ay or can be 
done in regard to tiie hydraulic mines. 
If 
these m ines were never w orked again the 
sand w ould still continue to come down, 
and would still produce th e disastrous re­ 
sults of which some experience has al­ 
ready been had. 
I t is, therefore, alto­ 
gether aside from th e purpose to argue as 
though th e stoppage of the m ines would 
solve the problem. Again, if the hydraulic 
m ines are stopped, who is to bear th e e x ­ 
pense of preventing th e downflow of the 
sand w ith which the m ountain canyons are 
now filled ? 
W ould the journals which op­ 
pose th e present m ethod of raising the 
revenue for these purposes p u t th e entire 
burden upon the owners of th e valley 
lauds whose property is threatened w ith 
destruction? 
T h at would be to m ake 
them pay for th e laches of th e m iners, in 
th e first place ; and in the second it would 
so im pair th e value of th eir holdings as to 
render fu rth er attem pts a t cultivation u n ­ 
profitable. 
M oreover it is not tru e th a t the 
owners of the valley lands are th e only per­ 
sons concerned in preventing the downflow 
of th e debris. T heir interest in the m atter, 
though considerable as regards them selves, 
is com paratively insignificant as regards 
the whole question. 
The result of th e un­ 
obstructed downflow of th e debris m ust be 
to ruin the Sacram ento river, and to de­ 
stroy ultim ately th e bay of Suisun and the 
harbor of San Francisco.

H ad the farm ers been left to them selves 
they m ight very possibly have secured in ­ 
junctions in the C ourts against the hydraulic 
m inera by th is tim e, in w hich event the 
w oiking of the mines would have been sus­ 
pended. 
B ut it would still have been 
necessary for th e S tate to devise some 
means of dealing w ith th e sand left in the 
canyons, and it certainly would not have 
been feasible to p u t th e entire burden cf 
relief w ork upon th e injured parties. 
If 
th e hydraulic m ines w ere stopped it m ust 
fu rth er be realized th a t it would no longer 
be ¡Jossible to assess any p art of the cost of 
rem edial legislation upon them . 
T heir 
suspension would probably bankrupt sev­ 
eral of the m ining counties, and th u s still 
further reduce the assessable area. 
Ar.d 
as th e necessity of saving th e rivers and 
harbors w ould rem ain as im perative as be­ 
fore, 
th e 
burden of 
taxation 
upon 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
S tate 
would 
be 
m uch 
heavier. I t 
is 
alleged 
by 
some of our contem poraries th a t Congress 
ought to undertake the whole of this w ork. 
W e should be very glad if Congress could 
be m ade to see th e m atter in th a t light, 
b a t we do not th in k it safe to build upon 
any such d istan t probability. 
T h at Con­ 
gress is under equitable obligations to as­ 
sist in the w ork we have never doubted, 
and we have confidence in its willingness 
to m ake a liberal appropriation. 
B ut we 
are convinced th a t vse cannot expect Con­ 
gress to do more than help us in th e mat- 
tor, and we know from exptrience th at we 
may have to w ait some tim e for th a t help. 
No precedent can be cited in which Con­ 
gress has undertaken th e initiative in 
w orks of this m agnitude. 
In th e M issis­ 
sippi case it refunded m oney which had 
already been expended. 
I t m ight be in­ 
duced to do the same here, b u t if we Bit 
still and do nothing bu t call on th e G en­ 
eral G overnm ent, there is great danger 
th at the evil may become irreparable before 
help arrive?. 
The statesm anlike and prac­ 
tical course is to grapple the problem boldly 
ourselves, 
and tru st to th e equities of 
the case for obtaining Congressional aid 
subsequently. 
I t has been proved th a t it 
is not a m atter in which a tem porizing 
policy is admissible. 
N ature 
will n et 
pause in ber operations, w hatever Man 
may do, and if she is perm itted to proceed 
unobstructed w ith th e disposition of the 
m ining debris she w ill bury th e Sacra 
m ento valley and destroy th e Sacram ento 
river and th e harbor of San Francisco 
w hile we are hesitating and bickering over 
non-essentials. 
T he engineers have d e­ 
clared th a t th e evil is curable, and the p art 
of wisdom is to go on and cure it. T h at the 
exppnse will be m unificently repaid by the 
creation of new values and the redem ption 
of im periled 
ones, 
we th in k Governor 
Perkins has conclusively dem onstrated in 
his message.

MORE PREPARATIONS 
FOR 
NATURAL­ 
IZATION FRAUDS. 


IDixoo Tribuno, January 8 h.l 
t New Year's the Kbcord-Umom published it* 
U cyclopedic issue, containing a summary of 
its of the year, review of political and general 
-rees, and a huge mass of useful statistics. 


A few days ago we directed attention to 
a bill introduced by Assemblyman Mc- 
Gallion, and the sole purpose of which ap­ 
peared to be the facilitation of frauds 
upon the register. We are now called upon 
to expose another attem pt in the same di­ 
rection, and a bolder one than the first. 
Assembly Bill No. 45, introduced by Mr. 
Gilmore, proposes to amend Section 1097 
of the Political Code, by providing that 
when a person claiming to have been nat­ 
uralized applies for registration, his own 
affidavit that his papers are lost, or t ut of 
his possession, together with his affidavit 
that 
he 
has 
resided 
five 
years 
iu 
the 
United 
States, and one 
year 
in the State, shall be sufficient for the pur­ 
pose. 
Mr. McCallion’s bill provides that 
the applicant shall not be required to derig. 
nate the Court wherein he was natural­ 
ized, and thus opens the door to fraud. 
Mr. Gilmore’s bill goes further, and re­ 
lieves the applicant from ail necessity of 
swearing either to the place of his nativity, 
or the time, place and Court of his natural­ 
ization. 
It is perfectly clear that Mr. 


Gilmore’s bill can have no other object 
than to make it easier to swear in votes 
of the legality of which no satisfactory 
evidence can be advanced. 
A ny unnat­ 
uralized • alien 
could get him self 
upon 
the register under this bill, and it would 
be impossible to pursue him for perjury, or 
to punish him in any way. 
It would be 
as well to abolish registration altogether as 
to remove from the system all the safe­ 
guards which give it value. 
Neither Mc­ 
Callion’s nor Gilmore’s bills ought to pas?. 
They are both emphatically against public 
policy. 
There are far too many ignor­ 
ant aliens 
voting 
now 
for 
the 
good 
of 
the 
country, 
and 
these 
measures 
would make 
it impossible 
to 
prevent 
any kind of impudent 
fraud upon the 
register. 
In fact if aliens are to be allowed 
to swear them selves on the register in this 
way, a good many of them will think it 
unnecessary to go through the form of 
naturalization at all. 
Messrs. Gilmore and 
McCallion appear to have devoted them ­ 
selves to the enterprise of debasing the 
suffrage with an energy worthy of a better 
cause, but we trust that the Committee 
on Judiciary w ill make adverse recom­ 
mendation on both their bills, ami that all 
attem pts of the kind w ill m eet the same 
fate.

THE 
PREVENTION 
OF NÍP0TI3M. 


A b ill has been introduced to am snd 
Section 170 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 
I t prohibits th e Judge from presiding in 
any case w here eith er of th e attorneys is 
related to him by consanguinity or affinity 
w ithin th e th ird degree. 
T here is need 
of such an am endm ent, and this, w hether 
such relationships are or are not free from 
corrupt 
collusion. 
The Ju d g e m ay be 
as im partial w ith an attorney who is re­ 
lated to him as w ith any other, b u t in all 
such cases there 13 reason to believe th at 
the public w ill suspect th e existence of 
some 
secret understanding betw een the 
relatives, and 
the result w ill be th at 
credulous suitors w ill tak e th eir business 
to th e atto rn ey who is supposed to have 
the ear of th e Judge. 
Of course it is 
not alw ays th a t th is is really the w orst 
effect of such relationship. 
I t can hardly 
be 
possible 
for 
a 
son 
to 
practice 
before a father, a nephew before an uncle, 
or one brother before another, w ithout the 
Judge being affected, w hether consciously 
or unconsciously, by the consanguinity; 
while it is evident th a t if there is any 
tendency in th e Ju d g e tow ard nepotism or 
corrupt 
collusion, 
such 
relations 
w ith 
attorneys are calculated to develop and en­ 
courage them . 
I t is therefore best, both 
for th e Ju d g e and th e public, th a t all pos­ 
sibility of harm should be rem oved by the 
adoption of such a law as lias been pro* 
posed. 
The surest way to keep men pure 
and u pright is alw ays to tak e from them 
both tem p tatio n and opportunity. 
The 
man who can be m ost im plicitly tru sted is 
th e m a il who has been deprived of tiie 
power of wrong-doing, and tiiat is the 
theory to be applied in th e present case.

Determined Attempt of a Fan Franciscan 
to Kill Himself.

V k e k a , Jan u ary 15th.—The storm sub* 
sided yesterday afternoon, though still threat­ 
ening a continuance.

little streams being impassable. 
The Shasta 
river bridge ou the new Oregon stage road, 
balen- Hawkinsviile, is gone ; also, the small 
bridges over the sloughs at the old Oregon 
road bridge. 
The culvert? ar.d water escapes 
in Yreka had to be torn out and enlarged to 
prevent the flooding of houses and stores. 
N o stages are expectid to be started from 
here for a week, as the bridges m ust be re­ 
placed and the roads fixed on all the routes 
southward and northward. 


SHASTA, January 14th.—The rain still con­ 
tinues to pour down in torrents. 
The Sacra­ 
mento river at W augh’s Ferry is within four 
feet of where it was in the winter of 1861 2.

by. 
The stage driver was shot through the 
right temple. 
The right side of the stage 
had tight bullet holes in it, and the seat of 
the driver was covered with blood.

seat had a num ber of bullet holes in it, 
and a number of shell cart, idges lay near by. 
One of the bodies was stripped to the hips 
and badly burned. 
Two mules were killed, 
and two found uear the scene uninjured. Two 
stage horses were taken off by the Indians, 
and the mail aud bagoage rifled. 
There are 
about 40 in the baud, and they are moving 
uorth. 
They crossed the track of the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad 20 miles east of Deming 
on F’riday morning, and have divided into 
two bands. 
Two companies of troops are in 
purEuit, and are close up.

R eport of Resident Engineer J. C. Pierson 
as to its Condition. 


J. C. Pierson, Resident Engineer of the 
Bear river Division of Drainage District 
No. 1, and who bad charge of the construc­ 
tion of the Bear river dam, and has remained 
in charge since its completion, came from 
there last Saturday and makes the following 
report as to its present condition. The dam 
was completed and accepted from the con­ 
tractors about the 1st of December, at which 
time the water covered the area within the 
dam, but only percolated through the lower 
part of it. About the 10th of December t ‘ ere 
wa3 a rise in the river, and the water rose to 
near the top of the dam, which produced a 
settling near the south end for a distance of 
about 40 feet. It was caused by the sand 
washing from under the foundation, ar.d 
made it settle vertically about four feet. This 
was repaired by building an additional brush- 
work to the former level, and weighting it 
down with sand bags. This settle occurred at 
a place where a former channel of the liver 
had been filled in by the natural action of the 
water. A t the next rise of the river, which 
occurred ab nt the 20th of December, settles 
were produced iu four places, all in the 
same 
manner, 
and ia 
each place the 
dam 
maintained 
its 
vertical position, 
but 
settled 
from 
live 
to 
six 
feet 
from 
the 
crest 
line. 
One 
of 
these 
places was about 400 feet from the north end, 
and immediately over the old channel of Bear 
river, bring 140 feet in length, The second, 
about a quarter of a mile from the north end, 
was about 30 feet long. Another, about 
800 feet from the sou’ll end, was 30 feei iu 
length. The fourth was near the south side 
and immediately by the former break, which 
had been repaired as above mentioned. This 
one was 150 feet iu length. The two upon 
the north end were repaired, and the one 
nearest to the south end was closed to within 
30 feet when

This caused the water to rise rapidly an 1 pre­ 
vented the completion of th*' work. On Friday 
morning the dam was full from end to end, 
being the highest, water which had occurred 
this season. 
Friday afternoon, about 1 
o’clock, another settle commenced about 500 
feet from the north end, over a portion of the 
old channel of the Bear river, and at the side 
of the section which bad before bec-u repaired. 
Friday night it bad settled for a distance of 
about 40 feet., and the next morning it had 
extended to 150 feet. 
Mr. Pierson says this 
appears to be like the previous settle, so far 
as he can determine, and that none of the 
dam has gone out, but lias sunk for that dis­ 
tance some five feet below its alignment. 
When he left, on Saturday afternoon about 3 
o’clock, the water bad fallen from two to 
three feet, and the Jam remained intact ex­ 
cept as here given. This last rise did not 
widen nor change the settles at the south side. 
He further states that some loose brush which 
was out upon the crest of the dam when the 
last storm set in was carried down by the 
high water and

That a portion of the dam had been carried 
away. 
The cost of repairing the former 
settle near th > north end he says was about 
8400, and the present one, ,to the best of his 
judgment, is of a similar character and of 
about the same extent. The water had fallen 
sufficiently so that on Saturday afternoon a 
force of men were about to commence work 
at thii principal settle to build it up again to 
the general line, when Mr. Webster, the 
owner of the lands adjacent on the Dorth 
Bide of the river, appeared and ordered 
the engine:r and Lis party to vacate the 
premise-. The reason assigned for this was 
that their driving across h¡3 property was 
producing an injury. They were encamped 
upon his land and would have to haul the 
brush for the work across his field. 
It is understood that the Board of Drain­ 
age Commissioners will at once proceed by 
due process of law to procure the necessary 
condemnation of right of way over the lands 
adjoining the dam, si that the necessary re­ 
pairs may be made. 
Mr. Pierson says that it ha3 been demon­ 
strated, from the effect of the water upon the 
Bear River darn thus far, that the settles 
occur invariably where there is a deposit of 
sand unmixed with other material, ar.d that 
wherever there is a deposit of clay or “ slick- 
ens ” with the sand, it retains its firmness 
and withstands the pro-sure. From this he 
can eludes that theie will not be much diffi­ 
culty fiom settles hereafter, as the greater 
portion of the foundation is of mixed ma­ 
terial, and that the damaged sections on the 
north and south p utlons of the river are al- 
r.-idy nearly or quite coexte -ive with the old 
ch.mm Is which wa re filled with sand dep - its. 
A large quantity of sediment has already b;en 
sto-e i nbove the dam since its construction, 
which the engiuerr estimates at two feet iu 
depth, and in places to exceed three feet. 
The structure of the dam is such that the 
Water pa--ses through it, and has not as yet 
anytim e entirely covered its crest. 
When 
.he water was the highest last wfeek, about 
seven inchest t the top remained out of water. 
Since writing the above a reporter has re­ 
turned from Wheatland, who states that the 
river has so far receded that an inspection of 
th 'd im has been made bv the f ireman of 
construe ion, and the dam is found to be not 
broken, 1 nt in good condition, except settled 
d ivii as before stated.

THE POLICE INVESTIGATION. 


The Testimony Concluded and Officer At­ 
wood Reinstated. 


The investigation of the charges preferred 
against officer Atwood w as resumed at 2 p. 


m . on Saturday 
Mr. Atwood stated that 
F. T. Burke, who was his first witness, 
had not arrived. 
He wished to prove 
by him that it bad been the custom, as 
far back as sixteen years ago, at the 
police headquarters, for the 
officers on 
duty nights to sleep after a late hour, and 
that officers who had done so had been subse­ 
quently promoted. The Chief of Police said 
that for the sake of argument he would admit 
such to be the ca=e. 
Mr. Atwood then took the stand. 
He 
said that in relation to the first charge it 
is a 
fact that 
I 
went 
to 
sleep 
in 
the latter part of the nights referred 
to in the charges. I had been buffering for a 
day or two from neuralgia, aud had lost 
sleep on that account, and after taking large 
doses of quiiriue to quiet the pain got asleep 
on the lounge late that night, and 1 presume 
slept soundly. I have also laid down towards 
morning, and slept on other occasions while 
at the office. This, however, was the custom 
of all the officers who have preceded me, and 
those who have Berved alternate Lights with 
me have done the same. 
As to the charge of being absent twenty 
minutes on the night that French was ar­ 
rested and brought in, I wish to say that 
officer Jackson came iu to report a warrant 
which he had served on Rider’s beat, aud 
when Rider came in he complained of other 
officers eervii g warrants on his beat. We had 
some convera.tion about it, and officer Jack­ 
son and I went out to get a drink, and were 
not gone more than ten or fifteen minutes. 
In relation to the charge of taking money 
from the safe, I wish to make this statement: 
I war ordered ore morning to go to San 
Francisco to make some arrests. 
I only had 
a few moments to make the train, and not 
having money to go with was compelled to 
take 830 from the safe. 
1 left word with 
officer Rider to tell the Chief that I had bur­ 
ro .ved the amount from the safe and would 
make it good. 
I have on two or three other 
occasions taken out email amounts f. r a day 
or two, but never failed to return the money 
and make the deficit good. 
When McMahon was arrested and put in 
jail he h id on his person a new revolver v. hich 
he offered far 81 50. The City Attorney 
wished to purchase it aud aske 1 me to lend 
him SI 50 to pay for it. 
I had a 810-piece, 
which I offered him, but as we c uld not 
make the change he asked me to barrow the 
amount out of the safe, and said he would re­ 
store it the same day. He did not, however, 
hand it to me for some time, but \t hen he did 
I put it back. The portioa of the 83 deposit 
of Clark’s which I took out had not been re­ 
placed when I was suspended three or four 
days afterward. 
As to the Rider money, it was a private 
purse belonging to Mr. Rider himself ; 1 was 
obliged to make change in the office and uaed 
some of Mr. Rider’s money. 
He came in be­ 
fore 1 hail a chance to get it, but as soon as he 
asked for it I went out immediately and got it. 
When Haggerty was brought in I searched 
him and put tne money in the safe and never 
touched it since. If there is a deficiency in 
the amount I know nothing of it. 
After the 
Chief ordered me to do so 1 always, when 
money was found upon a prisoner whose duty 
it was for me to search, entered the amount 
on the Court calendar as directed. 
F. T. Burke appeared and testified : I was 
Chief of Police for three years following 1804. 
We only had eight men on the force at that 
time. The officer on the night watch was 
always allowed to lock the doors after 12 
o’clock, put the keys in his pocket aud go to 
sleep upon the lounge. 
O. C. Jackson testified that on the right 
when French was arrested and Atwood ab­ 
sented himself from the i ffice, he did so to get 
a drink with him at Mrs. Johnson’s, and 
after tney had been together about ten min­ 
utes they separated and Atwood staited back 
for the c ffice. 
This closed the testimony, and attorneys 
Jones and Clunie argued the case to c nrid r- 
able length, to the effect that while there had 
been technically a violation of exi-ting rules, 
the matter of slee, iog late at night in the 
office was simply following an established 
custom. 
Also, that the money taken from 
the safe, while such action was it regula-, the 
money was iu each instance returned and no 
wrong was intended nor o il any injury re 
suit. 
> 
Chief Karcher reviewed the testimony 
against Mr. Atwood, and finally remark.-.I, 
referring to the other Commissioners, that the 
verdict had been forestalled. 
Mayor Turner at once c’eiii" d to know 
what was meant by tl.e remark, but the Chi f 
stated that he did not intend there! y to makt 
any insii,nations against either the Mayor or 
Puli e Judge, and the matter dropped 
The Mayor then briefly reviewed the case 
and said that as t > the first charge it seemed 
to be a custom to sleep at the office late 
night. In relation to the charge about taking 
the money from the safe, he regarded the 
rules of the Police Department very lax iu 
this respect, and that unlv the Chief should 
have a key to the safe. 
He c.insi lered the 
charges technical only, aud he should refuse 
to punish Mr. Atwood. 
Judge Henry reviewed the matter, and 
made a similar conclusion, but said it was tne 
sense of the Commission that Captain A t­ 
wood be censured. 
Chief Kaicher desired his verdict to be re­ 
corded that the defendant was guilty of the 
charges. 
Judge Henry then remaiked that he was 
satisfied that Mr. Atwood intended no harm, 
but on behalf of the Commission pronounced 
censure upon him, after which he was rein­ 
stated aud the case brought to a close.

The roads, fields and 
stockyards are deeply covered, and the 
roofs of many buildings have been crushed 
beneath the weight. A t South Saanich the 
Urge stable of JVm. Thompson, where 
were stabled his best horsra, fell in on 
Tnursday night, burying the animals.

know what his c< u se will be in that regard. 
Gorham continues : “ I s’;a:l not, at any time 
hereafter, solicit his vote, or that of any 
other Senator, for any office. I never have 
at any time solicited any Senator’s vote for 
myself for election to or retention in office, 
although I served nearly eleven years as 
Secretary cf the Senate, during which time 
two hundred Senators, less one, had seats 
in that body. I t is also publicly stated that 
I wish to be elected Secretary of the Senate 
by General Mahone’s vote, although other 
officers and the committees may remain un­ 
changed. To this I reply that I should c in­ 
sider myself unfaithful to the party to which 
I belong were I willing to accept office under 
such circumstances.” in conclusion, Gorham 
warmly justifies his advocacy of the coalition 
of the Republican party in Virginia with Ma­ 
hone’s followers, as against the regular Dem­ 
ocrats, on the ground that such a coalition 
would “ insure the colored people against be­ 
ing remanded to the political slavery fiom 
which Mahone and his supporters have eman­ 
cipated them,” and that if Independentism is 
32,000 stronger in Virginia than Republican­ 
ism, and equally reliable for all patriotic pur­ 
e st? , it would be folly to aid the Bourbons 
by making a hopeless three-cornered fight 
this year in a State contest.

The explosion is believed 
to have been effected with dynamite, which 
was smuggled into the barracks by some one 
having business with the regiment. 
L o n d o n , January 13th.—The explosion at 
Salford, supposed to have been caused by a 
Fenian attempt to blow up the armory of the 
infantry barracks, was heard f. r miles. 
The 
barracks are iu a very populous district. A 
woman and hoy were probably fataliy in­ 
jured.

P an am a, January 4th.—Three Chilean 
divisions are now on Peruvian soil and ad­ 
vancing on the Capital of Dima. The first 
and stconj divisions landed at Pisco, and 
marched northward after having ravaged the 
country around Pisco. The \ ariou? \ alleys 
through which they pass have been forced to 
contribute their quota ter the maintenance of 
the invading f >rce. The third division landed 
on the coast, twenty-five miles from Lima, 
and immediately advanced on a place called 
Lurin, which they took at the point of the 
bayonet, and dislodged from a good position 
a Peruvian division, estimated at 9,000 men. 
The combar, it is reported, lasted an hour 
and a half. Considerable loss was suffered 
by both partie?. The third Chilean division 
numbers about 12,000 men, which will [ lace 
the invading force actually in the field at 
30,000 men. 
Another division will be added, 
which will bring the number up to the
